THE POWVWVER OF THE SENATE 


To Uriginate Revenue Bilis Called fu Oues- 
tion. 

Wasnixotoy, January 23.—In the hottse, 
Mr. Hurd, as a privileged question, offered 
a preamble and resolution reciting that certain 
bile appropriating money from the treasury, 
originating im the senale, are now on the 
speaker’s table to-wit: The Blair educational 
billand many others, and that it is asserted 
that these bills are in violation of the privi- 
leges of the house to exelusively originate bills 
for raising revenue, and directing the judiciary 
committee to inquire into the power of the 
senate to originate bills appropriating revenue, 
and report to the house at any time. 

ANTAGONIZED BY MR. HAMMOND. 

Mr. Hammond inquired whether, if the 
resolution was addépted, the house could still 
consider the Blair bill in its regular order. 

The speaker answered in the affirmative. 

Mr. Hurd said that for many years he had 
viewed with apprehension the increasing 
number of appropriation bills originating in 
tlie senate. When confined to matters of per- 
sonal and local interést he had not seen fit to 
interpose an objection, but when the senate 
originated a bill appropriating $100,000,000 
and affecting a great public purpose, 
the time bad arrived when the question 
should be determined whether the senate 
posseesed the power which it claimed to exer- 
cise, 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, inquired where, 
in the constitution, any distinction could be 
found between the power of the senate to orig- 
inate bille appropriating a specific sum for a 
specific object, and bills appropriating a spe- 
cific sum for a general purpose, as in the case 
of the Blair bill. 

Mr. Hurd denied the power of the senate to 
originate either character of bill. He believed 
that the adoption of the doctrine contended 
for by the senate would be 
utterly cestructive of the object 
sought by the founders of the government, 
which object was to give to the representa- 
tives the power over the people’s money. This 
power was the most potent of instruments 
against the encroachments of the executive 
power. Liberty could only be preserved by 
preservirg its muniments, and of all these he 
knew of none greater than that of the pow- 
er over the people’s -money by the people's 
representatives. (Applause. ) 

Mr. Hammond, of Geergia, called attention 
to the fact thatin the 46th congress a similar 


point bad been raised against the right of the 
senate to‘originate a bill for the purehase of 
additional § ground for the bu- 
reau of engraving and printing.

Secretary Frelingbuysen on Governor fre- 
land’s Speech. 

Wasurxerton, January 23.—Secretary Fre- 
linghuyeen’s attention was call to an extract 
from the inaugural address of Governor Ire 
land, of exes, publistred in this morning pa- 
pers in which he allucies to the unsatisfactory 
condition of the Mexican extradicting treaty, 
and states that he hac made repeated efforts, 
through thestate department, to induce the 
adoption af the propriety of amending the treaty 
of 1861, $0 asto permitany one, no matter 
where his allegiance may be due, to be extra- 
dicted, but no results followell. Secretary 
Frelinghuysen says that the treaty of 1861 
does not permit the United States to surrender 
to Mexico one of their own citizens; that there- 
fore this government cannot demand from 
Mexico the extradition of a Mexican accused 
of crimes committed in this country, and 
that the moment this difliculty was seen ne- 
gotiations were opened with Mexico for an 
amendment to the treaty to cover this point. 
Mr. Frelinghuysen added that no time has 
been lost in this matter, and that in addition 
to the international negotiation, the attention 
of congress was, last year, called to the diffi- 
culty, with the suggestion that appropriate 
legislation might be made te cure it, without 
the necessity of a treaty.

THE OLD BELL OF THE REVOLU- 
TION 


Taken own from Independence Hall and Sent ona 
Bicssion of Fraternity to New Orleans—Laden 
with Flowers and Greeted with Music~— 
it Starts on Its Journ sy. 


PuiLaDELPaia, January 23.—~—The “liberty 
bell”’ was taken from Independence hall this 
morning, aud at eight o’clock a procession of 
560 policemen started to escort it to the West 
Philedelphia depot of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, whence it is to be taken to the New Or- 
leans exposition. 

THROUGH THE STREETS. 

The truck on which the qld bell was hauled 
through the streets was appropriately deco- 
rated with garlands of flow- 
ers and flags, and drawn by 
sixS bay | horses handsomely comparisoned. 
There were two bands of music in the proces- 
sion, and many of the houses along the route 
were cecorated with flags. 

ON THE CaR, 

At the depot the bell was transferred to the 
special car constructed by the Pennsylvania 
railroadécompany to bear it and its guard of 
three efficers to the exposition. This car is 
thirty-five feet long and nine feet anda half 
wide, one-half of the platform of which is 
taken up by inclosed and comfortably furnish- 


ed quarters for the special potice officers. The 
bell platform is protected . brass railing, 
with posts decorated with gilded bells. The 


lerge frame upon which the bell is to be se- 
curéd is the only work upon the platform of 
the car. 

The venerable relic was securely bolted to 
this frame, and thus leftin full view. At the 
top of the frame is the inseription ‘'1776—pro- 
claim liberty,” while on each side of the fat 
car are two clasped hands with the names of 
the two cities, Philadelphia and New Orleans 
on either side. 

ON ITS WAY SOUTH. 


The car was then run downto the Broad 
street station and attached to the speciai train 


for New Orleans, carrying the cammittee of 
the city council. The start was made at 16 
o’clock. They expect to run 40 miles 
en hour, and reach Pittsburg at 9:50 p. m.; 
Cincinnati at 10:30 a.m. to-morrow; Louisville 
at6p.m., and New Orleans at 11 a. m. on 
Monday. At Lancaster, when the train ar- 
rived at noon and stopped 15 minutes, acrowd 
of 3,000 people were assembled.

Your meritorious sufferings,wherein you 
have endured the greag fight, have filled us wita 
prief and sympatby, but your steadfast patience 
by which you were made ‘‘aspectacie to the world 
and angels and to men,” insptred us with no less 
ioy and admiration. You were ready to become 
martyrs of Christ—you have become, iu 
reality, confessionsof the faith, for with uncon- 
guerable coursge you have borne all the injustices 
ihat were inflicted on yourselves and your belov 
flocks, calumuies and threats, robbery and perse- 
cution, imprisonment and exile. ‘Yon have 
lowed justice and hated iniquity, therefore 
ope of your number suffered a glorious death iu 
exile, in which, alas, too many still remain sepa- 
rated from you.

Jhe Telephone Companies are Bound to 
Serve All Alike. 

Ovana, Neb., January 23.—The Nebraska 
supreme court has just rendered an important 
telephone decision. in the case of a man who 
was refuse the privilege of be- 
coming a subscsiber to the Nebraska 
Telephone company, although he offered to 
comply with all the requirements usually de- 
mended of subscribers.

A Fear that the Recent Reports from Abu-Klea 
Wells were Doctored in Orderto Coverup Dis- 
astet—Tbhe Avalanche Disasters ia Italy 
ana France-Other News, Bitc. 


Loxrpoy, January 23.—The war office hag 
received no news concerning General Stewart’s 
advance since the account of the battle on Sat- 
urday. This absence of news causes consider- 
able anxiety. The heads of the war depart- 
ment met at noon te-day with the ‘earl of 
Marley, under secretary of the state for war 
presiding, to consider the situation. 

The Times, the Telegraph and the Standard 
have not received reports of the battle at Abou 
Klea, although they had special correspondents 
in the field. This fact increases the anxiety 
eoncerning the fate of. General Stewart. The 
belief has become prevalent that the battle at 
the wells was more severe than 
the government is Willing to admit. 
There is an impression that the official reports 
were colored at the war oflice, and that the 
special dispatches were intercepted by the 
press ceneors, because they contained infor- 
mation which would throw an objectionable 
light on the affair. 

Private advices received late this afternoon 
from Korti assert that the rebels have sur~ 
rounded Stewart in the desert, where he has 
taken an intrenched position to await renin- 
foreements from General Wolseley. Deserters 
from the rebel lines say that the Mahdi’s ofli- 


cers consider the affair at Abouk 
Klea wells a drawn battle. The 


Arabs were neither reuted nor pursued, and 
tell back in an erderly manner, and were not 
in the least demoralized by the outcome of the 
engagement. They recovered themselve so 
quickly and effectively that Stewart dared not 
move, and was compelled to entrench himself 
on the scene of the conflict. The gavernment 
officials discredit the information conveyed in 
above dispatches. 

Advices from the front state that the rebels 
are strongly intrenched at Metemneh, which 
post it will be necessary for the English forces 
to oecupy before they can proceed to Khar- 
toum. itis reported that numerous rebels 
have collected at Abu Hamed, and are pre- 
pared to resist General Earle. 

Another dispatch says the report prevails 
that the rebels have surrounded General 
Stewart, whose line of retreat is threatened. 

Vanity Fair asserts that General Wolseley 
bad a fall from acamel some time ago and 
was hurt. It was to recover from this that he 
was detained at Karti. 

A PRENCH OPINION.

Eder never saw his 
wife after the day ofthe marriage. She testi-

THE GRAND JURORS GETTING 
DOWN TO WORK. 


The Suggestions Made by the Inquisitors of Cobb 
and Bartow—The Assembling of the Superior 
Courte— Criminals Brought to Justice— 
Cther Matters of Interest. 


The grand jury of Bartow county having 
complimented. Judge Simmons, of Macon, 
who presided, recommends, in view of the 
continued fraudulently low returns of prop- 
erty, that the legislature a a board of 
assessors. They also find that teachers of 
some of the public schools have meade in- 
correct returus of pupils, and recom- 
mend the board to have local 
trustees to examine carefully all teachers’ 
reports, and accounts of teachers before audited 
by the beard of education. It is ordered that 
a tax of fifty cents on the hundred dollars be 
assessed for the year 1555, and two cents addi- 
tional for county court expenses. Finally, the 
grend jury declares thet it is with pleasure we 
can now realize the fact that prohibition has 
been victorious in our county. We can confi- 
dently look torward to the enjoy ments thus 
conferred. 

The grand jury of Cobb county compliments 
in bigh terms the management of the poor- 
house. The roads are generally found to be 
in bed condition, and instances are given of 
poor work. Owing to the hard times it is not 
deemed necessary to buy a safe. Passing on 
to the recent election, the grand jury says: 

This body fee] that they would not discharge 
their whole duty to the citizens of this county 
without giving expression to their eonyiction on 
the important subject of public elections. A fair 
and untrammeled ballot is the foundation o/ re- 
eer eae government. Itis the opinion of this 

ody that the elective franchise is abused not only 
by illegal votes, but also by undue influence 
brought to bear upon many voters in casting the 
ballot through the agency of whisky and other- 
wise, contrary to the laws of this state. 
On this vital subject we make no 
recommendation other than to express a decided 
conviction that the evil can only be remedied by 
a registration law such as is in operation, with 
beneficial results, insome portions of this state. 
fuch a law, properly framed, instead of being an 
«xpense, would, in itsoperation, become a source 
of revenue by causing a prompt payment of taxes, 
especially of the polltax, since investigation 
shows that there are more names on the elective 
tally-sheets than there are on the tax-rolis. Not 
only does such a law appear practical, but neces- 
sary, to a legal, fair and free ballot.

Each state had its own system, and each 
system was crude and clums:, .ot different 
in these respects § fr.: the other 
systems. Bank management was 
crude as well as loose, and 

the natura) result was the wildcat banks and 
the distress they brought about. 

But the country has made great progress in 
financial knowledge and experience, and we 
maintain that state banks could be as care- 
fully guarded by legislation—as carefully 
hedged about—as the national banks. We

They were in the mooda yearortwo ago 
when financial legislation not of their devis- 
ing was up for discusfion in congress, The 
people have a yery lively remembrance of 
the attitude of the national banks at that 
time. They sounded the alarm, and pro- 
ceeded to disturb business to such an extent 
that they practically bulldozed congress and 
hed their way. Now, we are not opposed to 
the uational banks, nor are we engaged in 
making any waron them. The system un- 
der which they operate is a yery good one, but 
itis not perfect and there is no reason why it 
should be regarded with any more consider- 
ation than any other imperfect sys‘em. Its 
imperfection lies in the fact that it has too 
much power, and it will be a good thing for 
the country when the legal tender notes is- 
sued by the government take the place of 
national bank notes.

Interest of Prohibition—How It Works in 
Butts County—The Macon Fire Depart- 
ment—The New Chief—Other Items, 


Macon, January 23.—|Special.]—What is inter- 
esting the people of Macon just now is the tem- 
perance question. The earnest workers of the 
cause have been growing quietly and surely until 
a strong and vigorous warfare has asserted itself, 
This onslaught is led bya band of noble women, 
who have organized themselves into the Women’s 
Christian Temperance union, which is composed 
of the following officers: Mrs. Walter B. Hill, 
president, Mrs. William Ross; vice president, Mrs. 
A..E. Kenan, treasurer, Mrs. W. W. Ford, corres- 
ponding secretary, and Miss Jessie Goodall, re- 
cording secretary. The organization consists of 
twenty-nine active members. 

Bibp county is regarded as astronghold for the 
whisky traffic. Thereare over seventy licensed 
dealers about Macon who doa business of thou- 
sands yearly. The elections are controlled by 
this element, and it holds full sway in 
nearly all political measures. The consumptio 
of whisky, in the past few years here, has been 
remarkable, so much so that a distillery has been 
erected almost within the city limits. The Wo- 
men’s Christian Temperance union have declared 
war on the traflie, and with what result will be 
watched by the whole state.

Durirg the past five years ictters have been re- 
ceived from colored ministers and teachers in the 
south giving account of whatinroads temperance 
bas made in the colored race, and asking for do- 
netions of temperance literature to aid them ia 
opening the eyes of the colored people, and assist 
them inthe work. The late Hon. William E. 
Dodcxge, of Whom Dodge county was named, was 

. ° “ . 4 - . re 
the first and only president of the National Tem- 
perance society uptothe time of his death two 
‘ears ego, having a knowledge of the condition of 
the colored people, felt that it would be wise 
to send a special missionary to the south to visit 
the schools, churches, contereuces and other gat - 
erings of the colored people tg Speak to them on 
the subject of temperance, and to distribute such 
literature as would be useful and especially adapt- 
ed to their necessities and comprehensions. I was 
selected for that mission, having devoted the past 
three winters to the cause, During that 
time l bave spoken to ovel two 
hundred thousand colored people and 
bave visited hundreds of churches and schoois. 
As fest as the means are provided the society is ia- 
trcducipg temperance text books in the colored 
schools and educational institutions, 

The society has also placed in the hands of at 
least three thousand colored ministers a book en- 
titled ‘‘Church and Temperance,” covering every 
phase of the temperance question. The work ol 
the society is non-partisan aud unsectarian. It is 
not the intention of it to interfere with political 

urties, 

“What is the temperance outlook in Georgia?”’ 

“It is exceedingly bright. The iarger majority 
of the white population arein favor oi prohibition 
and thesentimentin the whole south, especially 
in the states of Georgia, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina, fayor the measure, and there is a hopeiul 
state among the colored people in its favor. 

rHE COLORED MINISTERS. 

I find much stronger sentiment in 
denominations than iu others. It is true that 
the colored people look up to their 
ministers, andin the colored Methodist church 
the ministers look up to their bishops, and to the 
credit of the bishops in this denomination be it 
said, they are strong and outspoken for temper- 
ance and the prohibition traflic. 

One of the leading questions now submitte? by 
their bishops to the epplicants for admission 
into conference is: “Do you use _ intoxi- 
cating liquors, and = will you promise 
to abstain forever from their use as a beveraze.”’ 
This answer requires an affirmative reply before 
the applicant can obtain admission as a minister.’’ 

ne w are you received in the south by the peo- 
pie? 

‘‘Now, that’s what I want to talk much of for the 
benefit of my northern friends. I have been keen- 
ly touched by the marked courtesy and respect in 
which I have been received by the southern peo- 
ple. My reception has been most cordial everywhere 
by the white people and the colored, and I have 
received the hearty Co-operation of all. The 
homes, churches and business houses of the peo- 
pie have been thrown open to me,and I am happy 
to say I love the south.”’

A Curious Story Which Comes Out After His 
Death. 

Newrort, R. 1., January 23.—The death of 
the late Dr. Alexander G. Mercer, an E pisco- 
pal divine of this city, who owned and presi- 
ded over a fashionable church, will be remem- 
bered. He was believed to have been a poor 
man, and he managed to hide his wealth trom 
the tax assestors. Atter his death his estate 
was inventoried at about $1,000,000. In his 
will he requested that his estate (mostly in good 
dividend* paying stocks) be de- 
posited with a trust company in Philadel phia 
as, under the Jaws of Pennsylvania, favorable 
terms are offered to parties who make bequests 
to charitable institutions. Some public be- 
quests were made in the keystone state, but 
bone were made in this state. The executors 
of the estate wanted to transfer the funds to 
Rhode Island, and, desiring to avail them- 
selves of the law governing the same in Penn- 
sylvania, petitioned the legislature. 
ihe matter was referred to the judi- 
ciary committee, who _ reported, 
reconimended indefinite postponement. In 
presenting the report the sheteian said that 
the committee were influenced in their rocom- 
mendation in thet the action recommended 
would be unconstitutional, as the relief from 
tax asked for was notin the interest of any 
charitable or publle purpose in this state. He 
believed that the burdens of the state should 
be equally distributed among the citizens of 
the state. It would be a_ spirit 
of flunkeyism to consent to the 
prayer for relief by the transfer of the trast 
fund to this state from Philadelphia.

On at Society’s Command.

The tramp question is becoming serious, So far 
as the south is concerned the migration of the 
{ramp appears to exceed that of the panie of 1878. 
/In almost every letter from every town or village 
‘there issome reference to the ubiquitous and 
Omni-present tramp. It is always, too, the same 
old story of “move on.”’ 

We read wonderingly of the pariah caste, or no 
Caste of India, as a strange product ofa very old 
Civilization, which our Christian cly- 


ilization despises; and yet we teo have 
the pariab, no less an outcast, no less 
out caste, one over whom the inexorable wheel of 
Civilization has rolled and crushed and battered 
and flung off to wander aimless, like an atom of 
unconsidered dirt, floating here and there ‘with 
every breeze. 

There is nothing for the poor devil but to ‘‘move 
on.’ He feels the grasp of every policeman’s hand 
from Maine to Texas, amd hears everywhere the 
ubyarying, solemn admonition, ‘‘moye on.” In 
eeneral it is not unkindly given. The spirit and 
tone is generally kindly, but it is a firm and inex- 
orable “move on.’’ It is the same fatal injunction 
that greeted Dickens’ waif in ‘‘Bleak House,” from 

he day he was summoned before the coroner totne 
day when the kind hand of disease gave him the 
final order, ‘‘moye on,’’ and he moved on for the 
last time; perhaps, in the bitter irony of fate, to 
thread the infinite systems, in eternal round of 
moving on. 

Certain it is that the tramp se]dom moves on for 
the last time with other sentiment or sign of hope 
that he will find a haven where he will not have 
to tramp and tread in ceaseless circle of moving on. 
Nobody wantshim. The police catch him only 
to secure a firm grip of collar and a fair presenta- 
tion forkickivg space for propulsion in the pro- 
cess Of moving him on. He is caught to be re- 
leased, and told that itis on condition that he 
In OVes On. 

there is no reason why he should move on: but 
there is none why he should pause. He obeys his 
fate and moves on. ‘ 

Poor devil; poor pariah; he is as much pariah as 
the Indian out-caste. He has somehow lost his 
peace in the great onward march of the world. Ha 
is doomed to wander alone, like a star that has lost 
its place and wandered wayless about the infinite 
spaces, Out of harmony, out of tune with the 
Music of the spheres.”’ 

He fits nowhere. He has no friends. The ut- 
niost he can expect is that the hand on the collar 
may sometimes be less forcible than knock-down 
and the yoice that orders the fatal ‘‘move on” may 
have a semblance of sympathetic tone, as if the 
socicty it represents were sorry that the poor devil 
must beever upen the move on. He can never 
find it doubting for one moment that his eternal 
bu iness ismoy.ng on.

Washington Letter in Cleveland Leader. 

President Jackson was for thirty-one years a dis- 
eased man, and the latter part of his life was 
spent in almost continuous pain. Even on his 
death-bed he was tortured by officeseekers. ‘I 
am dying,’ said he, “as fast as I can, and they 
know it: but they keep swarming about me in 
crowds, seeking for oflice—intriguing for office.” 
His death-bed scene was a most affecting one. A 
balf an hour before h's death his children and 
friends were standing around his bedside, and his 
adopted son, Andrew, had taken his hand and 
wlispered@.in his ear: 

“Father how do you feel? Do you know me?” 

“Know you? Yes,I should know you all if! 
could see. Bring me my spectacles.”’ 

These were brought and put on him. and he 
raid: “Whereis my daughter and Marian’? God 
will take care of you forme. I am my God's. I 
belongto Him. Igo but ashorttime before you, 
andiwant to meet you all, white and black, 
in heaven.”’ 

At this all burst into tears, and the general 
said: “What is the matter with you, my dear 
children? Havel alarmed you? Oh, don’t cry. 
Be good children, and we will all meet in 
bheaven.”’ 

These were Jackson's last words.

Weatares of the Speculative Movemen.s in 
Grain and Produce, 
By telegraph to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, January 28—The wheat market opened 
uc higher for February and steady for May. The 
feeling was bullish on light receipts here, and a 
better market at the seoabard. Liverpool, however, 
was weaker and 1d per cental lower all round, and 
Mark Lane was quiet, but steady, with 64 per 
querter advance for American spring for prompt 
shipment. No cargoes off coast. The disposition 
here is rather strong to bull wheat on the ground 
that the larger part cf the crop surplus has left the 
farmers hands and that the visible supply is much 
less than it seems on account of the deficiency in 
the present .stock of flour as compared with last 
year. It is thought too, that the cold weather 
cannot fail to injure the crop to a greater or less 
extent, and thatthe present price of wheat will 
seem lowin a month tocome. But abroad the 
feeling is undoubtedly easier. The latest sales of 
the day were nearly at outside figures. 

Corn was firmer and higher to-day under light 
receipts and active shipping demand here and at 
seaboard. Liverpool was steady $for corn; but 
Mark Lane was 3d per quarter lower for American 
mixed. January steamer corn was quoted at 2 
°d and February steamer 22s 6d. Receipts here to- 
day were 116 cars, against 273 yesterday, and out of 
this number 2] graded No. 2, February opened )e 
higher and advanced \%c; while May opened 
steady and advanced %c. In spite of all bear pre- 
dictions and movements, and enormous official 
estimates of the crop, the naked facts are that corn 
is strong, and shippers cau hardly get what they 
want to fill their orders. Cash corn in store is very 
slow but sample corn on track is lively enough. 

The strength in oats continues and increases. 
March oats opened \%e higher this morning, while 
May advanced Ke and both options held their 
ground, 

May pork opened 5c higher at $12.40 and sold up 
to $12.4” and down a point. 

March lard opened at 6.62 and advanced to 6.87}.

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NATURE'S COVERLET. 


ATLANTA ENVELOPED 
AND ICE. 


IN SNOW 


The White Coverlet Stretched Over Honusetops and 
Etreets—How It Cameand How It Looked— 
What was Done for the Poor—The Dam-' 
age that was Done—Etc., Etc, 


Yesterday morning at 2:30 o’clock sleet be 
gan to fall in Atlanta, and the icy drops soon 
popped white and the morning found Atlanta 
enveloped in snow. The sleet and snow con- 
tinued to fall for a part of the morning until 
the ground was about two and a half inches 
deep in whiteness. The day was quite dis- 
agreeable. The drizzly sleet and freezing rain 
came down without a moment’s intermission 
all day and late into the night, and rendered 
out doors so unpleasant that only those ven- 
tured out who were compelled to bravg the 
weather. A few bad runners put on their 
turnouts, but the sleet was so bad that 
a] idea of sleighing had 
to be abandoned. Toward the 
close of the day the snow in places melted and 
became a lob-lolly through which men and 
women had to plunge. Around some of these 
places crowds of boys would congregate and 
yell with delight as disgusted pedestrians 


plunged in up to their shoe tops. The shop 
girls and working women had a tough time 
getting to and from their work as few of them 
were able to take cars and many of them live 
off the lines of the street railroads. 

HOW THE STREETS APPEARED. 

The streets and sidewalks were hidden from 
view. The snow and sleet was tully two 
to two and a halfinches deep. The street car 
tracks were covered, only the rails being visi- 
ble. The eaves of the buitdings were freighted 
with icicles, and altogether the city looked like 
pictures of the arctic regions. The streets 
were not crowded with pedestrians and vehi- 
cles. ‘Traveling was bad, and only those 
ferced to be out lett their warm 
fies. The horse and the mule found 
it hard work. The street cars 
.were all on halftime, and each car was sup- 
plied with two drivers, and wus drawn by four 
mules or horses. The cars were crowded on 
every trip, and the drivers were ke, t busy. 
Several times the snow “banked’’ so badly on 
the track that cars ranofl. Running on time 

ras unthought of,the drivers’ only object being 
to git there by and by. ‘he number o/ drays 
and street hacks out was not up to the standard, 
and during the day «several cases were made 
against hackmen and draymen for refusing to 
haul. 

THE DAY AMONG THE POOR. 

The pocr suffered a gréat deal. To them 
the berd, driving wind and rain were an un- 
welcome guest. Their thin wearing apparel 
would not turn the cold. The what of fuel 
prevented them from remaining in the house 
so illy provided with the necessari¢s ot life. 
The ms yor’s oflice was thronged throughout 
the day,with applicants for coal or wood aud 
provisions. The members of the relief com- 
mittee were compelled to give almost 
their entire time to those who were in search of 
food and fuel, while the police headquarters 
was crowded with the destitute. 

During the day a great many were relieved. 
The exactnumber could not be ascertained. 
but no less than two hundred orders for fuel 
and food were filled. Applicants were rc- 
quired to first secure a note from thecity phy- 
sician of the ward in which the applicant re- 
sided. This note declared the applicant to be 
a worthy object of charity. The note was 
then presented to the mayor, 
a member of the relief committee or Captain 
Connolly, by whom an order was issued for 
wocd. The wood was then sent out by the 
city teams. The number supplied with food 
was small. There were not a great many 
who asked for food, and that class of appli- 
cants were closely scrutinized before the peti- 
tions were granted. Mayor Hillyer, however, 
gave several orders for meat and flour, and 
each member of the relief committee did the 
seme. The bills thus made will consume a big 
portion of the relief fund. An attempt was 
made late in the afternoon toobtain a meeting 
ofthe relief committee, but only three mem- 
bers responded. The applicants for relief were 
both black and white, male and female, old 
and young. The whites were few in number. 
The blacks were made up of strong, healthy 
negro women, the infirm, the crippled and the 
child. 

THE TELEPHONE POLES TUMBLE. 

Quite a number of telephone poles snapped 
off under the weight of ice that clung to the 
wires. At the corner of Peachtree and Ellis 
four poles and a stay pole fell with a crash, one 
of the poles knocking the roof off the wooden 
building used asa candy etand at the corner 
named. The Peachtree street wires, one 
hundred -in number, take a 
turn at that point, passin down 
Ellis to escape the shade trees. Thus they 
leave Peachtree at right angles. There are 
two poles at the corner, and on the corner next 
to the Capital City club is the stay pole. At 
about a quarter to four yesterday afternoon 
there was asharp crack and the stay pole 
snapped off and sprang clear across the street. 
At the same time the two poles at the corner 
and one other down each street broke and the 
wires came tothe ground with acrash. One 
pole sixty-five feet high, was broken into ten 
pieces, and another was smashed into seven 
pieces. Poles in various parts of the city con- 
tinued to snap off, and when night came there 
were two hundred wires on the ground. The 
nearest approach to a serious calamiéy was at 
the corner of Ellis and Peachtree, where the 
wires fell across a wagon and horse. Strange 
to sey there was no damage done to the team. 

The telephone company is loser between 
$500 and $1,000. Mr. Gentry and his assist- 
ants went to work bravely and had the street 
car tracks cleared of wires. The work of put- 
ting up wires will be pushed as vigorously as 
possible, and the wires will be up as soon as 
energy can accomplish it. A force of men 
were at work until 10 o’clock last night, and 
will be at it again to-day, to-morrow and 
Monday. It is expected that the Peachtree 
wires will be up by Monday afternoon. 

HOW IT WORKED ON THE RABLROADS 

All the railroad tracks were in bad condi- 
tion and the engineers were put to the test. 
Driving an engine yesterday was no pastime 
and the engineer wasonly too happy when 
he reached his destination. The tracks were 
slippery and were dangerous, but no accidents 
were reported up toa late hour last night. 
The trains, however, asa rule, were on 
time. Seyeral of them were from three to five 
minute late. Onl one road lost 
its schedule. The Western and 
Atlantic passenger train due ___—at 
noon did not arrive until 1130 o’clock last night. 
The train left the track at Kingston, but no 
damage was done. It was thrown by a switch 
which spread. The Air-Line, the Georgia 
Picific, the Georgia and the East Tennessee 
passenger trains all came in covered with 
snow and slect. The union passenger depot 
was crowded during the day, but the roof 
would not turn the water, and the floor of the 
shed was a small lake. 

ROOF AND WATER PIPES 

The plumber was made happy during the 
day as order after order for repairs to water 
pipes came in. The number of bursted pipes 
reported during the day was simply astonish- 
ing. One plumber alone received more orders 
than his force can execute during the next 
three days. A great many roofs sprung leaks 
during the day. The union passenger — 
roof on the north side et

The restaurant was absolutely flooded, and at 
one time the floor was under an inch of water. 
The gentlemen’s waiting room was in the 
seme condition.
